Table 1: ODNl Classification Guide FCGR Summary 



Overview': The ODNl completed its fundamental review of classification guidance which began 
in March 2010. This comprehensive review included a review of policies, procedures, 
authorities and classification guides to determine if revisions or modifications were necessary 
based on EO 13526 and/or 32 CFR Part 2001 guidance. Two cyclic reports were submitted to 
the ISOO in July 201 1 and January 2012 summarizing the ODNFs review efforts. Table 1 above 
illustrates the progress made during each reporting period. The FCGR reviews focused on the 
need to ensure that classification decisions reflect the intent of the guidance relative to content, 
level, duration and associated dissemination control markings that might apply. Note that the 
increase in the number of classification guides reported is primarily due to the creation of 
classification guides for unique short-duration programs sponsored by the Intelligence Advanced 
Research Projects Activity (lARPA). Many of these guides will teraunate at the end of the 
program’s life-cycle, which typically ranges from 2-4 years. In addition to content reviews of 
classification guides, a host of other EO 13526 implementation actions were also reviewed and 
changes put in place for enduring life-cycle management of the ODNl classification management 
program. Highlights include: 

• Completion of ODNFs first self-inspection on classification management issues (with 
annual follow-on activities planned each September); 

• Creation of a new Classification Management and IC Markings web-based-training 
module for use by the IC which satisfies both ICD 710 markings training and EO 13526 
derivative classifier training requirements; 

• Completion of required Original Classification Authority (OCA) training requirements; 

• Completion of all cyclic ISOO-generated tasking on classification management issues; 

• Issuance of DNI policy guidance on marking challenge procedures for the IC; and 

• A thorough review and update of all ODNI-sponsored classification guides. 
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
